one of the most brilliant men ever 
suggested for the presidency of the 
United States. In intellectual attain- 
ment', oratorical aHlity. legal achieve- 
ment, and international background, 
he has few-equals in America today. 
At present he is the head of the 
American Bar association, one of the 
highest honors that can come to an 
American lawyer. 


BRILLIANT LAWYER 


Of Mr. Davis, it frequently was 


said, that when he was solicitor gen- 
eral of the department of justice no 
man argued before the supreme court 
with more brilliancy than he did. The 
late Chief Justice White once paid 
Mr. Davis a compliment in saying 
that he never had seen-a better Jaw 
yer. -All those who witnessed the 
last convention" of the Democratic 
party in San Francisco remember 
..that" the name of John W. Davis.,car- 
ried with it one of those it-might 
have-been situation that occur-every 
now and then in politics.

It was while Gouraud was in a. 


military hospital that he became the 
Idol of France. His devotion to" his 
country, his bravery and his energy 
made him the'- "Teddy. JRooseveie -of 
"Prance" and he is regarded in about 
the same light in his. country as the 
famous Teddy was • in "^Lmerica. 


Gouraud lost his arm in the'-fight- 


ing at the Dardanelles, early in the 
war. 
His right arm was shattered 


by a shell but he refused to go to the 
rear for treatment. He remained at 
the front with his men for two days 
after the injury and was taken back 
only when his division was removed. 


The general was in the hospital only 


a few days when be became impa- 
tient to get back into action and he 
asked the surgeons how long it would 
be before his arm was healed so he 
could return to the fighting. He was 
told that the wound had become in- 
fected and it would require from a 
year U IS months to effect a cure. 
Gouraud then wanted to' know how 
soon he could get to the front If the 
arm was amputated. 


"From six to eight weeks." the sur- 


geons told him. 
"Take it off." the 
general com- 


manded.
